IS THE CLIMATE OF EGYPT 
OHANGING?° |. 


This isa question that one often hears at 
the present time. It is. sometimes said that 
rain was formerly unknown in Egypt, whilst 
now jt is a yearly occurrence, Various theories 
are advanced to account for this alleged 
change, the most popular of which are the 
opening out of the Suez Canal and the great 
extension of works of irrigation during the 
last twenty years. In his recent work, “The 
Physiography of the Nile and its Basin,” Capt, 
H. G, Lyons, F.R,G. 8, Director General 
of the Survey Department, speaking of the 
Nile Valley from Assouan to Cairo, says, 
“A few rainstorms occur every winter, buf 
they are usually very local in their effect, 
On the eastern side the much larger area 
and the steeper slopes, together with the 
greater frequency of rain near the Red Sea 
hills, make the winter rainfall a more im- 
portant factor. In about every second year 
one or other of the larger wadis comes 
down in flood, sometimes so suddenly as ta 
carry away camels and sheep which may be 


grazing in the valleys, and pours a large, 


volume of water into the Nile. These seils (or 
rain floods) are less rare than is nsually 
supposed, and the dry, arid RF the 
desert, together with the rareness of rain, 
cause the effect of such storms as do occur 
to be underestimated.” A reference to the 
Memoirs of the learned staft brought to Egypt 
by Napoleon at the end of the eighteenth 
century shows that as the climate was then 
so itis now, “But at least,” says the tourist, 
“no rain falls in Upper Egypt.” It is pardon- 
able therefore on looking out from the hotel 
verandah ‘at Assouan and seeing the clouds 
pouring f their supply that the visitor 
should think that the season of his visit is 
an excepfional. year, With’ regard to the 


recent cold weather, although perhaps more 
seyere than usual, visitors always seem sur. 
prised on arriving in Egypt to find that their 


preconceived ideas as to the climate were 
wrong, ionally it is so cold at to make 
people regret having left their warm winter 
clothing at home, and the wearing of furs, 
however absurd it may sound to people previous 
to leaving England for Egypt is quite com- 
mon during the winter months. As a matter 
of fact, unless people are warmly clad during 
the evening afte: sunset in Egypt at the

this respect it is often cruel to see the

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POSTAGE OF LOTTERY TICKETS.

Lonpon, Saturday. 

Complaints are again appearing in the 
London Press in reference to the way the servi- 
ces of the Egyptian Post Office are being abused 
owing to the intrdaction of penny postage 
between Egypt and England in order to flvod 
the conntry with lottery cironlars emanating 
from a Hungarian lottery syndicate, which are 
despatched in vast quantities from Alexandria. 


Complaints, to which the sbove telegram 
alludes, appeared first some months ago, and a 
qnestion was asked in the House of Commons 
On the antject. The Egyptian posta! authorities 
are, however, qnite powerless to move in the 
matter, and there is no w-y of checking the 
despatch of lottery tickets from Alexandria to 
England. As soon as the penny post was intro- 
doced between this coantry and England the | 
promoters of Enropean lotteries took advantage 
of it, for ty this means they can send their.

The 1st Battalion Royal Ianiskilling Fosi- 
liers left Belfast on the afternoon of the t2th 
inst. for Crete, vid Southampton, where it 
embarked the followiog day on the s.s. Sicilia. 
The departure of the battalion from Belfast 
was marked by extraordinary sxenes of ertha- 
siasm, mixed with regret, for this is one of the 
few Irish stations where the soldier is welcomed 
for his own sake—and not for what can be 
made out of him. The battalion was played to 
the Heysham boat, the as, Antrim, by the 
bands of the R'fle Brigade and 4th Battalion 
Royal Irieh R flas, whilst thousands of civilians 
of all clssses thronged the streets to give the 
gallant old 2ith a suitable send-off. The scenez 
were very pathetic in some cases, for many of 
the rank and file are Belfast men, the regiment 
having always been looked apon as the North 
of Ireland one, from its ancient associations. 
-At the boat, the throng was so great that the 
civil police had to draw their batons to keep 
back the people. It was an-injadicious act, for 
a Belfast crowd sending off a regiment is 
not to be trifled with. Fortunately nothing 
antoward happened, and the Inniskiilings 
steamed down the Longh to the cheers of 
thousands. At the Q:6en’s Island, where the 
Atlantic greyhounds are built, the 27th came in 
for another send off from the thousands of work- 
men there employed. The offisers accompany- 
ing the battalion are— Lieutenant Colonel 
Davidson, D:3.0 , commanding; Majors Hick-

V. 0.) wishes to place on record 
his appreciation of the good condoot of the 
battalion during the time it has been quartered 
in Belfast. The good behaviour and soldier- 
like condact and turn-out of the non-commis 

sioned officers and men in the ‘streets r flscts 
great credit on all ranks, and the Brigadier 
General hopes that the battalion will esa for 
itself as good a repatation in its pew station 
as it has borne in Belfast.” There was practi- 
cally no serious “orime” in the battalion for 
the simple reason that all ‘‘andesirables” were 
at once removed from it when they showed 
themselves. The old 27th carried away very 
pleasant memories of their sixteen months in 
Ireland’s commercial capital.
